ABDUL HAMID’S HEART BLEEDS 
ALONG WITH VICTORIA’S. 


He Sympathizes with the Queen in 
Her Humane Sentiments and 
‘Says the Reports of Massacres 
Are All a Blanked Lie—The 
Porte and Terrell. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


‘CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 7.—(By 
Atlantic Cable.) The Suitan has re- 
plied to the autograph letter of Queen 
Victoria, which, it has been understood, 
was a personal appeal to the better 
nature of the Sultan against conc'tions 
in Asia, Minor, sympathizing with hcr 
in the humane sentimen cs exprc:sed 
and declaring the reports massacre- 


wete spread by evil-disp persons. 


The Sultan adds that, contrary al- 
legations, the Turks were firs: at- 
tacked while praying in a mosque. He 
assured the Queen that the measures 
taken had succeeded in restoring or- 
der, that, except at Zeftoun, quiet pre- 
vails everywhere, and the negotia- 
tions going on with the insurgents of 
Zeitoun will undoubtedly lead the in- 
habitants to quiet. 

Regarding the request of Minister 
Terrell that the United States le- 
gation be allowed a dispatch-boat fcr 
its service, the Turkish Cabinet con- 
tends that as the passage of the 
Straits of Dardanelles was regulated 
by agreement between six powers, the 
United States must apply to them for 
the necessary permission, as she is 
not a party to the treaty of Paris. On 
behalf of the United States, it is un- 
derstood the contention is made that 
the regvlations do not apply to the 
United States and she considers the 
Straits cf Dardanelles to be open wat- 
ers. It is stated in well-informed 
circles that the reason for the hesita- 
tion of the Porte in granting the re- 
quest is the opposition of Russia.

SMARTING AT HIS TREATMENT BY 


The Secretary of the Chinese Lega- 

' tien at Washington Taken from 
a Steamer En Route to China 

and Kept in Prison for Ten 
Months—His Money Gone. 


MY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRAXCISCO, Feb.. 7.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Chan Fan Moore, secretary 
and first interpreter of the Chinese Le- 
gation at Washington, is back here, 
after an absence of fifteen months, ten 
of which he spent in a Japanese prison 
for his connection with the Howie- 
Wilde incident of the Korean war. He 
arrived here today on the Gaelic on 
his way back to Washington. He is 
smarting.under the indignities which 
Japan heaped upon him and is going 
to get as much satisfaction as he can. 
He is striving now for the restoration 
of $5300 taken from him when arrested. 

Chan left here in October, 1894, on 
the Gaelic with George Howie and John 
Wilde, alias Brown, who had a scheme 
for the destruction of warships and 
had found a ready customer in Chan. 
China was then in a sorry plight over 
her war with Japan. The three left 
the Gaelic at Yokohama and took the 
French-line steamer Sydney for Shang- 
hai, having abandoned their original 


plan of going to Hong Kong. At Kobe, 


on November 4, the Sydney was 
boarded by Japanese troops and the 
trio placed under arrest. The Japanese, 
after careful investigation of the case, 
came to the conclusion that Howie 
and Wilde were harmless, and, exact- 
ing an oath from them to bear no arms 
against Japan, gave them freedom. 

.Chan was regarded as a more im- 
portant prisoner, perhaps, from his ex- 
tensive knowledge of the western 
world, and, after eight days’ confine- 
ment’ at Kobe, was taken to Hiro- 
shima, the military capital. There he 
was imprisoned for eight weeks while 
the officials investigated his case, and 
at the end of that period he was taken 
to the military prison at Osaka and 
confined with a lot of Chinese prison- 
ers. There a man who had once known 
the luxury of Washington was fed on 
mice and salted turnips. No gistinc- 
tion was made on account cf his rank. 
At the end of three months,’ John W. 
Foster, who had been his friend in 
Washington, heard of his plight and in- 
terceded for him with some of the Jap- 
anese Cabinet. To the plea came a 
quick response, and Chan soon found 
himself in comfortable quarters with 
two servants and an improved cuisine. 
All efforts, however, to secure his free- 
dom were in vain. At first it was prom- 
ised that he should be released when 
‘the treaty.of peace was. signed, but 
that assurance was broken, and Chan 
remained in prison }j 1 July “18 last,

He went to China, @nd, after a six 
months’ visit, started again for the 
United States. 

In .diseussing his arrest today he 
said: .“I had $5280 in American gold 
and $30 in’ Mexican. silver when ar- 
rested, and it was all taken from me.

Chan is nearly six feet tall and 
weighs about 180 pounds. He learned 
English as a lad in Canton and could 
speak it very well when he came to 
Washington in 1885. Ten years’ resi- 
dence in this country made his accent 
nearly perfect and widened his knowl- 
edge of western affairs. He is very well 
known in Washington.

MERCHANT'S MEET. 
the Phoenix Excearsion 
and the Postefiice, 

At the Board of Trade rooms last 
evening the Merchants’ Association, 
with President Frank in the chair, dis- 
cussed the matters of most interest to 
merchants at the present time, the lack 
of clerical help in the postoffice and the 
Phoenix Carnival.

It was remarked that In some in- 
stances the overworked clerks at the 
postoffice had paid men out of their 
own pockets to help them do their 
work. A resolution was passed that a 
telegram should be sent at once to the 
Postmaster-General., demanding further 
help in this department. 

A committee was then appointed to 
visit the Council and give that body 
hearty support in the passing of the 
ordinance making it illegal for hacks 
or express wagons to stand on the pub- 
lic streets. Mr. Pridham moved that a 
committee be formed to reverse the by- 
laws, as they gave endless trouble in 
their present crude state. His motion 
was seconded and carried. 

After several points of minor inter- 
est had been discussed, Mr. Meyberg 
introduced the topic of the proposed 
excursion to Arizona, and remarked, 
among other things, that from present 
appearances, the excursion would be 
the finest one that ever left this city. 
He had sixty-five names already signed 
and nearly two hundred had promised 
to go. The excursionists would travel

THE WORLD’S GOLD SUPPLY. 


“The world’s, output of gold for the 
year 1895 is computed by the Lendon 
Economist at $200,000,000 to $205,000,- 
000. Another recognized authority, the 
Engineering and Mining Journal, on 
January 4 estimated the product for 
the year at $203,120,590. Absolute ac- 
curacy, in the absence of complete re- 


ports from producers, is manifestly un-. 


attainable, but the figures given by the 
’ above authorities are no doubt approx- 
imately correct. 
In this connection the New York 
Tribune makes some comparisons and 
deductions which are, pertinent to the 
discussion of the so-called “silver ques- 
tion,” as it effectually disposes of some 
of the pleas set up by the silver agita- 
tors relative to the sufficiency of the 
gold supply to meet the monetary re- 
quirements of the world. The Tribune 
‘points out that, fifty years ago, the 
“world’s production of silver was about 
equal to the production of gold, and 
that for the previous half century it 
had been larger than the production of 
gold. The decade 1851-60, inclusive, 
brought for the first time a large ex- 
cess of gold—$140,000,000 annually— 
over silver, about $40,000,000 annually, 
_ but in the next decade the gold output 
was smaller, while the silver output 
increased. In 1873, according to offi- 
cial reports, the world’s production 
was $96,200,000 gold and $82,120,000 sil- 
ver in commercial value, then greater 
than its coining value, or $178,320,000 
of both metals. Thus it appears that 
the production of the gold alone is now 
much greater in value than the pro- 
duction of both gold and silver in 1873. 
But it was in that year, according to 
silver agitators, that the world was 
outraged and poor people robbed for 
the benefit of money-lenders by the so- 
called demonetization of silver in this 
country. 
‘The population of the world does not 


has not kept pace, since the partial dis- 
use of silver, with the growth of the 
world’s population.” 


Of the writing of books on “fee- 
nance” there is seemingly no end. One 
of the latest contributions to the super- 
abundant literature of this subject is 
a book by W. H. Smith, M.D., Ph.D., 
entitled “The Effects of the Gold 
Standard, or, Bimetallists’ Catechism.” 
It is dedicated “‘to the toiling masses 
of free-born Americans who are from 
year to year being reduced more and 
more to a condition of virtual serfdom 
by the subtle agency of an appreciat- 
ing dollar’—which sufficiently indi- 
cates its scope and calibre. The free 
silver coinage advocate who can dis- 
cuss the currency question without re- 
sorting to cheap demagogy has yet to 


be discovered. 


It has been suggested, as @ means 
of maintaining the gold reserve, that 
the postmasters, internal revenue col- 
lectors and customs collectors through- 
out the country, should ship to Wash- 
ington, or to the nearest sub-treasury, 
all the gold that comes to their re- 
spective offices, instead of depositing it 
in local banks. The suggestion seems 
to be practicable, and the plan if 
adopted would no doubt materially aid 
the government in the maintenance of 
the gold reserve. But it would not pro- 
tect the treasury against deficiencies 
due to inadequate revenues. 


During the years 1891, 1892 and 1893, 
under the McKinley tariff,our importa- 
tions of foreign products not subject to 
duty averaged $431,218,966. During the 
years 1894 and 1895 the importations of 
goods free of duty averaged $384,073,- 
150, or about $47,000,000 less per year 
than the free annual importations 
under the McKinley “iniquity.” This 
is a sample of the manner in which 
the party which is avowedly opposed 
to “protection robbery” has “lightened 
the burdens of the people.”

deed, it actually increases at all, for 
the gain in a few countries of which 
there is definite information, which 
heppens to be at the same time coun- 
tries toward which migration from 
other parts of the world constantly 
‘tends, by no means justifies the infer- 
ence that in other countries a similar 
increase has occurred. But if the gain 
has been 5 per cent. in each decade, or 
about 11 per cent. since 1873, the an- 
nual supply of gold for every inhab- 
itant would today be larger than the 
annual supply of gold and silver both 
for every inhabitant in 1873. Taking 
the estimate of the Engineering and 
Mining Journal, which is the lowest, 
the output of gold in 1895 was larger 
by $24,680,000, or 13.8 per cent., than 
the production of gold and silver both 
in 1873. 

“It may be frankly admitted,’ ob- 


serves the Tribune in conclusion, “that 
the quantity of precious metal pro- 
duced has no important effect upon the 
world’s prices or prosperity, as silver 


the fact that the supply is now greater, 
of gold alone, 


gold and silver was in 1873. Moreover, 
silver, which is still the money metal 


of a great part of the world, numer- 
ically the larger,though not asrespects 


wealth or commerce, is now produced 
far more largely than in 1873—about 
one hundred and sixty-six million 
ounces, against 63,267,000 in that year. 
For more than half the world’s inhab- 
itants the annual supply of the metal 
they use as money has in these years 
advanced 160 per cent. It does not 
seem possible to look at ‘these facts 
candidly without concluding that there 
bas been no actual or relative decrease 
in the supply of money metal to cause 
a decline in the price, or a lack of 
prosperity. That the derangement of 
exchanges between countries using 
gold and countries using silver may 
‘#mave important consequences is an- 
Other matter. But it is no longer pos- 
sible, as it may have been ‘heretofore, 
to urge with any foundation in fact 
that the supply of the money metal 


has not, thus far, been a howling suc- 
cess.

MUSICAL MENTION. 


Paderewski, the great Polish pianist, 
gave his first recital in this city last 
evening at the Los Angeles Theater. 
Only about two-thirds of the orchestra 
chairs were filled, but the balcony and 
gallery were packed. A cordial greet- 
ing was given the artist as he made 
his appearance, a greeting that might 
have been accorded a much less fa- 
mous man, but by the end of the Beet- 
hoven Sonata in C major, op. 53, he had 
completely won the hearts and heads 
of his listeners. His playing is beyond 
adverse criticism, and one finds.one’s 
self dealing in only the most extrava- 
gant superlatives in the endeavor to 
give some idea of his wonderful touch, 
as firm as steel and smooth as vel- 
vet; his interest and virile energy, 
coupled with an exquisite delicacy; the 
poetic fervor and breadth of his artis- 
tic conception, his wonderful singing 
tone and the technical mastery over 
the instrument, which seems to know 
no bounds. He is entirely without man- 
nerisms; the man is lost in the art, and 
in his sensitive face are mirrored the 
moods of the_ great works he plays. 
{t seems well nigh impossible that such 
smalland slender hands could hide such 
nagnificent strength, yet the only 
sign of effort, even in the most power- 
ful passages, was the breath drawn in 
short, soft gasps. The audience As- 
tened with the most rapt attention, 
and their faces were filled with pur 
delight. 

After the Mendelssohn-Liszt. Fanta- 
sie. he was recalled three times, and so 
enthusiastically was his own M nuet re- 
ceived, that he graciously repeated it. 
His “Caprice,” so Wild and grand seemed 
saturated with his own personality, and 
was given»as only the master himself 
can give it. The Chopin numbers were 
superbly rendered, and included the

AN ORGAN RECITAL. 


The opening organ recital given at 
the First Congregational Church last 
evening by Wilhelm Middleschulte was 
attended by a large and appreciative 
audience. The occasion was the first 
of a series of recitals dedicating the 
handsome new organ given to the First 
Congregational church by Rev. Edward 
Hildreth as a memorial to his son, 
Richard Hildreth, and to his wife, 
Sarah Geraldene Carpenter Hildreth. 

Mr. Middleschulte had the able as- 
sistance of Mrs. T. E. Rowan, contralto; 
E. H. Clark, violinist, and H. S. Wil- 
liams, baritone, and Miss Eva Elis- 
worth and W. F. Skeele, accompanists. 

The organ numbers included Baca’s 
Toccata in F, and Fugue in D maj. 
(from the Wohltemperirte Klavier): a 
Fantasie by Saint Saens, Chopin's 
Funeral March, Theme and Variations, 
by Thiele, and minor works from Men- 
delssohn, Schumann and Guilmant. 

Mr. Middleschulte’s ing is char- 
acterized by remarkably smooth pedal 
work and a technique that enables him 
to vanquish the entangling difficulties 
of Bach, Guilmant and Thiele with 
quite as much ease as he played the 
daintier numbers by Schumann and 
Saint Saens. 

The Toccata in F by Bach was taken 
at an unusually rapid tempo, losing its 
characteristic stateliness though gain- 
ing in brilliancy, and so proving a more

The instrument is a handsome one, 
the case being of. highly-polished 
cherry, with large panels of -croched 
mahogany, surmounted by seventy-six 
richly-decorated display pipes, the 
whole harmonizing well with the. in- 
terior of the auditorium. The ingenious 
arrangement of the interior of the 
orgah is admirable. There is compact- 
ness, yet not crowding of the parts, 
the wedding of science in the numerous 
electrical and mechanical appliances to 
the organ proper—the windchests and 
pipe acing the old-fashioned, 
tracker action; rollers, etc. Some of the 
pipes. were. imported, notably the oboe, 
probably the most expensive pipe of 
the modern church organ, was made 
in Paris, France, for this instrument. 

The Ofgan. desk, which includes the 
stops, three keyboards, combination 
pedais and pedals, manipulated the 
performer, is similar in design and 
material to the organ case and is mov- 
able, It is connected with the organ 
proper. by a cable within which are 
the hundreds of electric wires through 
Which the organ is controlled by the 
player. 

The scheme of the organ is as fol- 
lows: Great organ: trumpet, 8 feet, 
doppel fljte 8, viola digamba 8, open 
diapason 8, double open diapason 16, 
gemshorn 4; super octave 2,° octave 
quint 2%; choir, tremuiani, clarinet 8, 
rohr flite 4, concert flute 8, dole 8, gie- 
gen principle 8, swell, cornet 3 rank, 
oboe 8, vox humana 8, tremulani, sali- 
cional 8,: vox celestis 8, flute harmon- 
ique 4, flageolet 2, bourdon, open dia- 
pason 8; stop dia’ 8; pedal, flute 8, 
open diapason, 16, bourdon 16, lieblich 
gedeckt 16, violon cello 8 There are 
eight combination pedals and thirteen 
combination stops manipulated by the 
hand; these with the automatic ad- 
justable lock combinations -which en- 
able the performer to prepare his reg- 
istration at will before commencing his 
work gives the organist’ exceptional 
resources for effects and greatly en- 
hances the practical and artistic value 
of the instrument. 

The quality of the individual stops 
are, almost without exception, charac- 
teristic and beautiful, though the full 
organ impresses one as being some- 
what lacking in resonance, probably 
due to its position in a recess, ‘for 
without doubt the brilliancy of ‘the 
instrument would have been much en- 
hanced could it have been placed far- 
ther out in the auditorium. The -or- 
gan desk is, too, unfortunately situate 
for the performer, being placed too far 
to one side of the organ to enable him 
to observe to advantage the effects he 
is producing. 

The organ has nearly 2000 speaking 
pipes, but with its modern multiplying 
devices, has the capacity of a much 
larger instrument of the same “cali- 
bre.” Its cost was about $8000,

America’s Reserve Force. 


(To the Editor of The Times:) Read- 
ing the comments and opinions of so 
many prominent people on our weak 
coast defenses and’ our helpless condi- 
tion in the event of war with our 
iuncient enemy, . England, recalls the 
sondition of our army, navy and arse- 
nals and our country as I saw it when 
a boy in 1861. : 

The Confederacy was ir the field with 
an organized militia of almost two 
hundred thousand men, and had ‘gained 
a victory (the capture of Sumter) be- 
fore a soldier was asked for by the 
f government;* . 

hen I remember how a great army 
was organized, and equipped from 
empty arsenals in a few months, and 
how a navy sprang into life as if by 
magic, and the flotilla of gunboats was 
built on the Mississippi River, three or 
four of them ironclads capable of meet- 
ing: the then strongest war vessels 
afloat, all built within a year, and of 
the operations of the army of the Ten- 
nessee down the Mississippi Valley, 
and when I remember seeing steamers 
running through lost channels and 
bayous and sloughs, loaded with troops, 
with their smoke-stacks gone, minus 
railings, wheel-houses, dismantled and 
naked wheels beating the water, all 
torn off by overhanging trees on the 
banks of the strange channels through 
which the steamers had never gone be- 
fore. And when Gen. Grant asked for 


: volunteers at Milliken’s Bend who were 


familiar with the river and with steam- 
boating to run the transports by the 
batteries at Vicksburg, a thousand men 
sprang from the ranks, captains, mates, 
pilots and engineers, and the fleet was 
carried with small joss, comparatively, 
through miles of shrieking. shot and 
shell, all by volunteers. | 
Then again, when the fleet of gun- 
boats got caught above the rapids at 
Alexandria, on Red River,-and the 
water fell and the West Point engineers 
said the boats would have to be de- 
stroyed to keep them from the enemy. 
Then the sturdy lumbermen from the 
pine forests of Wisconsin volunteered 
to save the fleet, and did save it. When 
I recall these few instances arhong. a 
hundred others that are matters of his- 
tory, I feel that the mighty resources 
in brains, pluck and material with 
which this country is endowed, should 
make us feel equal to almost any kind 
of a fight, college professors, Joe Pul- 
litzer and all other cheap people who 
earn their rations by the sweat of their 
jawbones to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. To these cranks let me say, .gen- 
tlemen, sleep calmly. and: rest’ assured 
that in the revolutionary war there 
were Tories and after the .war they 
lived with the scorn of the-American 
people heaped upon them, and .ended 
their infamous existence with none to 
mourn their loss. ** H. R..GRAY, 
Late ivate Co. D, Ninety-ninth 
Regiment Illinois Volunteer Infantry.

"WAR VESSELS IN PORT. 


UNCLE SAM'S SHIPS ARE NOW IN 
SAN DIEGO BAY. 


The Philadelphia and Monterey the 
Cynosure.of All Eyes—The Coast- 
Defense Vessel Makes a Great 


DIEGO, Feb. 7.—The fleet of 
Uncle Sam’s war vessels now assem- 
bling in this harbor is a source of in- 
terest to thousands of Southern Calli- 
fornians, and many excursionists are 
expected here on Saturday to witness 
the grand naval and military parade, 
and to inspect the ships. The flag’ship 
Philadelphia is a source of much én- 
tertainment to visitors, as she is the 
Official sea residence of Rear-Admiral 
Beardslee, who commands the squad- 
ron, and because she is officered by as 
courteous and gallant.a company of 
gentlemen as ever trod a deck.. The 
Philadelphia cost $1,325,000, and is rated 
as-one of the best ships of her class in 
the navy. Her length is 327.5 feet; beam 
48 feet 7 inches; draft 19 feet 2 inches. 
The deck armor is 4 inches thick. The 
main battery consists of twelve six- 
inch rifles, with a secondary battery 
of Hotchkiss, Maxim and Gatling guns. 
The staff of, the admiral includes Flag 
Lieutenant G, N. Storey and M. C.

These water 
cups are strongly built. They need to 
be in order to withstand the great 
pressure of the water several miles be- 
low the surface. This pressure is 
thousands of tons«to the square inch. 
One of the curiosities on the Albatross 
is a heavy glass ball filled with water.

Great care is exercisd in’ the matter of 
ventilation, and when tropical cli- 
mates electric fans are used below for 
cooling the air. 
Most interesting of all among the 
fleet assembling here to scientific minds 
is the United’ States Fish-commission 
steamer Albatross. This steamer’s 
business is to ‘deal with submarine 
matters almost entirely. The men on 
scientific -fishermen 
of the deep sea. They catch fish at a 
depth of five . miles -sometimes.

Edward Holliday Tells of His Great 
Danger. 

Although the interest of the fickle 
public in the Holliday case is waning 
somewhat, the crowd in Judge York’s 
court yesterday was as dense as ever, 
and the spectators were rewarG>d by 
a bit of farce-comedy after all the 
hints at melodrama. It is amusing to 
se@ a burly six«footer wriggling ner- 
vously in his chair, with his eyes 
fixed on vacancy while he jerks forth 
spasmodic confessions of the dire bodily 
fear in which he has been kept by one 
small and weak woman whose only 
Weapon of offense was a parasol. if 
Edward Holliday was never amusing 
before, he was a whole constellation 
of comedy stars yesterday, when he 
occupied this manly and dignified posi- 
tion, and the appreciation of the audi- 
ence was so keen that Bailiff Jenkins 
nearly wore out his little hammer rap- 
ping for order. 

Mrs. Holliday occupied the stand for 
a few minutes in the morning, but no 
new points were developed by the re- 
newed examination. Gen. Jones was 
then called to testify to the technical 
grounds upon which the writ of ha- 
beas corpus was granted, the defense 
making the point that Mrs. Fannie 
Holliday was released by Judge Smith 
for mere insufficiency in the legal pro- 
cess, and not because she was inno- 
cent of the offense alleged. Her attor- 
ney frankly recounted the entire pro- 
cess of her arrest, commitment and re- 
lease, second arrest, and final dis- 
charge upon her own. recognizance, 
without appearing to fear the effect 
upon his case. 

Edward Holliday was then put on the 
stand, which he occupied for the 
greater part of the day. He was 
flushed and nervous, and rocked un- 
easily back and forth in his chair as 
he stammered out his answers in a 
low, thick voice that suggested a lib- 
eral indulgence in ‘“‘bracers’’ for the 
ordeal. He recounted the same old 
story, but with a few piquant addi- 
tions that lent it new interest. His 
own abject panic at the very thought 
of his little sister-in-law’s possible 
vengeance seemed at times to over- 
whelm him, and it was with truly re- 
freshing naiveté that he told of his 
numerous ‘‘scares” on her account, and 
of the glorious jag he had accumulated 
to drown his fear of her on the night 
of the famous drive. 

He blushingly confessed that when he 
met Mrs. Fannie outside the house on 
the occasion of her evening visit, she 
threw her arms around his neck, ex- 
Claiming: “Oh, Edward.” in an “ex- 
citable” tone. “Bug’’ was so overcome 
by this awful threat and by his fear 
that she might be bristling with dag- 
gers and pistols, that he was forced 
to shriek to the coachman for aid. This 
doughty retainer at once rushed to the 
rescue of his trembling master’ and 
pintoned his assailant,. notwithstanding 
her protest that her errand was peace- 
st and her greeting merely affection-

Many men get too drunk to know 
whether they are “afoot or on horse- 
back,” but it must have been a pretty 
thorough soak, that prevented the val- 
iant Edward from remembering how he 
got over the three and one-half miles 
that lay between his house and the 
Hoffman Café, The most luminous idea 
he had on the subject was a misty sus- 
picion that he must have walked, as it 
was 1 o’clock and the cars had stopped 
running. 

Stranded in front of the Hoffman, he 
was rescued by Christie, who stowed 
the doughty athlete away in his 
“wagon,’ and started to trundle him 
home to his little bed. When he gut 
to the corner of Sixth and Hope streets, 
Eddie seems to have scraped together 
enough of his befuddled wits to remern- 
ber what he went down town for, and 
he asked Christie to drive to Mrs. Fan- 
nie’s boarding-place to see if it were 
being properly watched.

The grief. of the pure-minded Ed- 
ward was so great that he fairly ran 
away with the examination when he 
attemptéd to describe the disgrace 
brought upon the famliy by his degen- 
erate sister-in-law, and he had to be 
sharply called down before he could 
be peisvaded to confine his statements 
to answering the questions asked him, 
Fe vorrowfully observed that Fannie 
was a different woman after the death 
of his brother, who had some restrain- 
ing influence over her, and to use his 
own words: “She wouldn’t talk about 
poetry, or music, or flowers, or any- 
thing beaut.iul and good like 
that. She. didn’t read no books, 
anl only wanted to talk about a 
murder triai that was going on. 
She had a mania for murder trials and 
knew about every one in the State.’’ 
This catalogue of her intellectual 
shortcomings élicited an irrepressible 
little burst of laughter from Mrs. Fan- 
nie, whose eyes had opened wider and 
wider at her brother-in-law’s account 
of her many sins, and the spectators 
joined so heartily in her mirth that it 
took a hailstorm of raps to restore 
order. 

Under cross-examination Mr. Holli- 
day‘s powerful mind was a blank, and 
his answers to Gen. Campbell's search- 
ing questions resembled the caution 
of a fox nosing around a suspected 
trap. The predominating tone through- 
out his testimony was.one of injured 
innocence, and can be best described 
by a simple old nursery rhyme: 

“The bumble-bee stepped on the ele- 
phant’s toe, 

nd lrurt him so he could scarceiy go; 

fie the elephant cried, with great 
tears in his eyes: 
coward! Why don’t you fake one 
of your size?’”’

CHURCHILL AGAIN ACQUITTED. 


The Old Man Finally Released After

R. H. Churchill, the old man who was 
accused of passing a forged check for 
$126 as security for two drinks of beer, 
was again pronounced not guilty after 
a third trial yesterday. He was first 
convicted in Judge Clark’s court, then 
granted anew trial, upon which ithe 
jury disagreed. A lot of new evidence 
was dug up from Fillmore, Ventura

W. M. Smith, a grocer, who would have 
cashed it if there had been enough 
money in the safe. Upon cross-ex- 
amination, however, it was developed 
that Smith had prosecuted Churchill 
for arson, and had ‘failed to convict 
him, so an animus was. established 
which weakened Smith's testimony. A 
number of people were down from Ven- 
tura who were willing io swear to 
Churchill’s general bad reputation, but 
that was not sufficient to convict him of 
forgery, and the old man is free after 
five months in jail and three trials. 


AN ENTERPRISING YOUTH, 


Collects All the Money in Sight and 
Skips. 


E. R. Sidow, who owns the meat 
market at Seventh street and’ Union 
avenue, is mourning the loss of a bright 
and accommodating young clerk, a boy 
of 16, named Fred L. Robinson, and of 
about $125 in good hard cash which 
neat little sum stuck to Freddy’s 
fingers when he took French leave late 
Thursday night. 

On Thursday young Robinson made 
the rounds of Sidow’s customers and 
collected all the bills he could, saying 
that his employer was going to put in 
a new refrigerator and needed the 
ready money. The bills were paid with- 
out question, and duly receipted by the 
methodical youth, who then added to 
his store of about $100 so collected, $20 
which he took from the safe in the 
shop.

JUMPED OFF THE WHARF 


SUICIDE 


OF H. HARDCASTLE AT 
SANTA MONICA, ! 


He Grew Despondent Over Hina 
poverished Condition and Ended 
His Troubles by Seeking a Grave 
in the Briny Deep. 


A man jumped off the old wharf at 
Santa Monica a few minutes after & 
o'clock yesterday evening, and was 
drowned. His body has not been re 
covered, but from circumstantial evi-

Hardcastle was a  \life-insurance 
agent, but recently was unsuccessful ir 
business, and, being in straitened 
financial circumstances, grew very de- 
spondent. He was a married man, about 
40 years old, and was living with his 
wife at the Toltec House, No. 601 Tem- 
ple street. It is reported that the couple 
had only $1.80 to live upon the last 
week. It Is also asserted that Hard- 
castle was drinking heavily the last few 
days, and threatened to kill himself. 

Yesterday morning, Mrs. Hardcasti-« 
went down town to get the mail. When 
she returned to the Tolktec about 16 
a.m., she met her husband coming 
down stairs. He left her under the im- 
pression that he was simply going to. 
his office, but when she reached her 
apartment and found his watch and 
other articles which he usually carried, 
lying on the dresser, she jumped to the 
conclusion that something was wrong. 
Her suspicions were confirmed by a 
note which she found on the bureau, in- 
forming her that he was going out of 
town and might not return. ’ 

As soon as Mrs. Hardcastle could 
compose herself she hastened to the 
Bradbury Block, where her husband 
had deskroom with an insurance firm. 
She found on his desk there another 
note addressed to her, stating that he 
Was going to Santa Monica, and if he 
succeeded in his purpose she would hear 
f¥om him; if not, she would never see 
him again, as he intended to jump off 


the wharf. 


Almost frantic with alarm, Mrs. 
Hardcastle sought the advice of H. 
Hawgood, a civil engineer in the em- 
ploy of the Southern Pacific Company, 
who has offices in the Bradbury Block, 
and was a friend of her husband. Mr. 
Hawgood was easily convinced that 
Hardcastle contemplated suicide, and 
in the hope of preventing him from car- 
rying out his rash design, he reported 
the matter to the police and furnished 
them with a description of the unhappy 
man. 

Capt. W. C. Roberts of the police de- 
Partment, always anxious to help those 
in trouble and save human, life, tele- 
phoned City Marshal Dexter of Santa 
Monica,a description of the man, and 
told him to look out for him. as he 
interlded to jump off the wharf. Mar- 
shal Dexter understood him to mean 
the wharf at Port Los Angeles, and tn» 
mediately telephoned the station agent 
at that place to look out for the would 
be suicide and ¢ake steps to prevent 
him from carrying out his plan. 

-But Hardcastle did not go to the 
long wharf. It was from the old wharf 
near the Arcadia Hotel that he took 
the fatal leap. 

About 5 p.m. two men. William Hale 
and James Campbell, were near the 
old wharf. Chancing to look seaward 
they saw a man in mid-air, having 
just leaped off the end of the wharf, 
In another moment he struck the wa- 
ter and disappeared in the briny depths, 

Hall and Campbell set up an outcry, 
and, seizing a rope, they ran out on 
the wharf. They threw the cable to 
the drowning man who was bobbing up 
and down in the waves, but he made 
no effert to seize it and save his life. 

By this time J. B. Spooner, mana 
of the Arcadia bath-house, had his 
tention attracted to the man in 
water. Hastily throwing off He 
clothes and donning a bathing suit, he 
plunged heroically into the surf and 
swam out to the end of the wharf, 
dragging with him a large cable which 
wns the only rope available. He reached 
the drowning man, and, at great peril 
to his own life, succeeded in making @ 
slip noose and got it around the vic- 
tim’s body. Then he tried to keep the 
man afloat while the crowd which had 
collected on the beach towed him 
ashore. But the rope slipped off, and 
before Mr. Spooner could fasten the 
rope around him again, the man was 
drowned. 

Spooner tried to get the rope around 
the body so as to have it brought 
ashore, but the sea was tee rough and 
he was by this time so exhausted that 
he had to give up the attempt. It was 
with difficulty that he succeeded in get- 
ting back to land himself. He was soa: 
exhausted when he reached shore that 
he had to be carried to the bath-house. 
All who witnessed his noble effort to 
save the drowning man praise 
courage, and J. B. Spooner is none tie 
less the hero of the hour for the fage 
that his attempt to save the suic 
failed. 

The body of the suicide, after being 
tossed about by the waves for some 
time, drifted out to sea with the out- 
fiowing. tide. Many persons viewed it 
from the wharf before darkness set in. 
Among those who saw the body in the 
water was Mrs. John Skillman, whose 
husband keeps a restaurant on the 
beach near the old wharf. Mrs. Skill- 
man identified the remains as those 
of a man about 46 vears old, who from 
time to time patronized the restau- 
rant in company with his wife. The 
man visited the restaurant alone about 
2 o'clock yesterday afternoon. He ap- 
peared to be under the influence of 
liquor and spoke of having had trou- 
ble with his wife, which would not oc- 
cur again as she would never see him 
again. 

From the description of the man 
given by Mr. and Mrs. Skillman it fs 
all but certain that the suicide was 
Harry T. Hardcastle. | 

Hardcastle was apparently a man of 
good family. He was fine-looking, po- 
lite and educated. Among his posses. 
gions, which he occasionally showed 


to his friends, was a diploma showing 
that he was a barrister in England. 
He is said to have belonged to a rich 
and aristocratic family, but his wealth 
long ago slipped away from him. He 
was very affectionate toward his wife, 
but lately while drinking is said to 
have abused her. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hardcastle came to 
Los Angeles some time ago, and for t 
last three months have af 
the Toltec. The news of Ris supposed 
death was broken to her about & 
o'clock by Engineer Hawgood. The + 
poor woman was heart-broken, shut 
herself up in her room and denied her- 
self to all visitors. Her parents live 
in San Francisco, and she intended to 
pack up and go to them today, if she 
did not hear from her husband.

What Mr. Medill writes in regard to 
the introduction of Kaffir corn in Cali- 
fornia shows that the people of the 
East and Middle West have still much 
to learn in regard to the agricultural 
progress that has been made in this 
State. Kaffir corn, Jerusalem corn, and 
Egyptian corn, which all belong to the 
same family of non-saccharine 
sorghums, have been largely -cultivated 
in this State, especially the Egyptian 
corn, of which there are many thou- 
sands of acrés growing in California. 
The Egyptian corn is largely used for 
chicken feed, and attempts have been 
made to use it for cooking purposes. 
Egyptian corn has been cultivated in 
California for more than twenty years, 
The Kaffir and Jerusalem corn are of 
later introduction. 

The Germain Fruit Company of Los 
Angeles has a seed department which 
does a very extensive business. This 
company issues a large illustrated cata- 
logue of 150 pages, after the style of 
the elaborate catalogues that are pub- 
lished by the large seed firms of the 
East. Much of the seed handled by this 
company is raised specially for it in 
Southern California, while other varie- 
ties that succeed better in the East 
are imported from there. The manager 
of the seed department informs The 
Times that they have had the Kaffir 
corn seed in stock for ten years, and 
are always ready to supply farmers 
with that or any of the half a dozen 
other varieties of the sorghum family 
of fodder plants. In the catalogue re- 
ferred to the following information is 
given in regard to eight varieties: 

Jerusalem corn—Lately introduced 
from Palestine, and will stand drought 
better than any of the non-saccharine 
sorghums.

A dispatch from San Bernardino 
to a San Francisco paper announces 
that a civil engineer in that city named 
F. C. Finkle, has developed a theory 
which he claims will prove a sure pre- 
ventive of frost. The plan is nothing 
less than the manufacture of an arti- 
ficial fog. He proposes to station large 
vats of water all through the valley, 
with oil burners under them, when the 
mercury approaches the danger line. 
In a thousand orchards the water 
would be started to boiling, and the 
vapor thus produced would prevent a 
frost. 

The cost of ‘such work would, of 
course, be considerable, but as the 
amount of dainage done to the crop in 
a bad frost reaches up into hundreds 
of thousands of dollars, it is not likely 
that the expense would be allowed to 
stand in the way, provided the scheme 
is found to be practicable. Scientifi- 
cally, Mr. Finkle describes his propo- 
sition as follows: 


“Mention has been made of the use of 
fire, but only 10: the purpose of creating 
wind currents and warming the atmos- 
phere. The rapid radiation of the heat 
would make it doubtful if any fires 
which could be kindled would have the 
desired effect in inducing wind cur- 
rents near ugh to the earth to pre- 
vent the occurrence of frosts. There 
has also been a suggestion made as 
to the use of water, but cold water, 
with only & small amount of latent 
heat in it. The amount of heat given 
off by such water is directly propor- 
tional to the fall of the temperature in 
the air, which makes its efficiency very 
slight when the difference between the 
temperature of the air and the water 
is small to begin with. This accounts 
for the fact that the rise in tempera- 
ture caused by running water cannot 
exceed from 1 to 2 deg. Water is not 
a good conductor of heat, and when the 
air falls much low the freezing 
paint, ice forms, thereby shutting off 
the further radiation of heat. 

“Now, the use of fire and water 
which I am going to propose is based 
on the well-known scientific principles 
of natural philosophy. These principles 
are as follows: Firstly, water is a slow 
conductor of heat. Secondly, water 
when raised to a certain temperature 
becomes vapor and escapes into the 
surrounding atmosphere. Thirdly, evap- 
orated water when precipitated into 
@ cool atmosphere, will form clouds, 
fogs and mists. Fourthly, a damp, 
cloudy or misty atmosphere prevents 
the rapid radiation of the heat rising 
from the earth’s surface. 

“In order to make use of these prin- 
ciples for preventing a frost it is neces- 
sary to dissipate into the surrounding 
air, which is nearly always free from 
wind currents when frosts occur, as 
large a quantity of water in its vapory 
form as 

“This can be acocmplished by plac- 
ing large vats of water throughout 
the orchards and heating the water by 
means of crude oil fires under the vats. 
When the water gets to the proper 
temperature evaporation begins until 
the air becomes heavy with vapors. 
These prevent the radiation of the 
heat from the earth and vats of water 
as well, and in this way will rapidly 
increase the temperature of the sur- 
rounding air and make a frost impos- 
sible. In order that the result sought 
may be acocmplished by this method 
it is necessary that all the orchardists 
throughout the valley should  co- 
operate. A few vats of this kind would 
be of po material benefit, but if there 
is 2 sufficient number of them they 
canno* fail to secure the desired re- 
sult, as the laws of nature are certain 
ani fixed—a given cause wil] produce 
a given effect. The full benefit would 
be derived from the heat generated by 
the ojl, for the reason that it would 
escape slowly through the medium of 
the water, which is a sluggish conduc- 

or of heat, and the vapor formed by 
the same heat will prevent its disap- 
pearance into space. The air being still 
when frosts are imminent, the vapor 
would not blow away, but hang over 
the valley.” 

Judging from the experience of the 
past, it may be doubted whether eny 
me.hod is likely to prove successful 
in combating the effects of frost. The 
large amount of money at stake, how- 
ever, justifies experiments in this line. 
Meantime, those who are planting new 
orang? frroves cannot be too careful In 
Seiecting a location that is free from 
damaginy frosts.

into the milk pail. If, however, the 
udder is washed and the under parts 
of the body moistened, the misplace- 
ment of dirt a ‘its accompanying 
germs will be feduced aimost. to a 
minimum, for “bacteria cannot be dis- 
lodged from a moist surface except by 
very violent movements.” 

It is important that this source of 
infection be diminished as much as pos- 
sible, as the bacteria which gain access 
to milk in this way belong for the most 


desirable changes in milk. The milker 
also must take certain precautions as 
regards his own person. His hands 
should be well washed with soap and 
warm water immediately before com- 
mencing to milk, and he should also 
wear a clean linen smock kept specially 
for the purpose, over his ordinary 
clothes. An experiment was carried out 
two years ago to show the effect of 


the milk. Taking the average of four 
trials we find that the number of bac- 
teria deposited per minute on 78 square 
inches of surface (ten-inch milk pail), 
under ordinary conditions, was 6818: 
when the udder and flank were washed

‘According to a recent report in the 
San Francisco Call, A. B. Brown, the 
principal of a private school at Los 
Angeles, has called the attention of the 
San Francisco Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals, to a case 
in Santa Barbara county. Mr. Brown 
tells: the Call that in traveling through 
that county by stage he saw numerous 
droves of sheep, one of them numbering 
20,000 head. The animals were all in 
a starving condition and it was neces- 
sary several times to stop the stage in 
order to lift the dying animals out of 
the road. This statement was made

| improving the City Jail the need of 


providing some place that can be used 
as a receiving hospital is being urged 
on the trustees.

Recent instances are cited, in one of 
which a man who had been seriously 
hurt by falling from a building was 
obliged to wait for nearly three hours 
before a place could be found to which 
he could be removed. He’ was a car- 
penter whose home was out of town, 
and in such cases people do not usually 
like to open their homes to strangers 
whom they think it is the duty of the 
city tg care for. If a room 12x12 feet, 
or even less dimensions, could be pro- 
vided by the city for this purpose, the 
necessary equipment, it is urged, could 
be provided at small cost.
